New Modes of Settlement 


But if strikes in public utility 


service ho forbidden, some method 
of dealing with the questions of 
wages and working conditions must 
be devised. 
The railroad bill just 


passed makes some progress in this 
direction by establishing a Railroad 
Labor board of nine members, of 
whom labor, Ihc management aud 
the public will each be represented 
by three. This labor board U to 
take np and. settle disputes that 
the parties concerned fail lo setl'.o 
among themselves. 
The right lo 


slrikc is not absolutely prohibited,
